RELIGIOUS COMMON SENSE 

Possibly some.of the younger and jazzy gener¢ ; 
ation may say there is no such thing, but there , 
is, although it needs strengthening so there will 
be more of it. There should be common ‘sense 
about religion as well as about anything else, and 
not to recognize that_is an insult to the intelli- 
gence of not only ourselves but of the God we rec- 
ognize as being supreme and superior. } 

’ Extremists thurt the cause of religion just the 
Same as they hurt any other cause which they seek 
to carry to the extreme. The people of America 
are not extremists, but on the contrary can always 
be depended upon to sift the grain from the chaff 
conservatively and with much common sense. 

- The ministers and church workers all over 
the land complain bitterly that public interest in 
religion and in church work is falling off and 
needs constant stimulation. This is unquestion- 
ably true, and two things should be considered in 
connection with it. First, what is the reason; 
second, what the remedy. One of the reasons is, 
that there is a superfluous amount of extremists | 
in church and so-called reform work who have 
more enthusiasm than brains and common sense, 
and the remedy is to take into consideration hu- 
man nature and curb them. We once heard a 
minister say in his pulpit that as Santa Claus 
‘was a lie and a myth, it was a sin to fetach it to 
the children, That man was none the less a heter- 
ogenous ass beéause he was a preacher, and it did 
not take us but a minute to tell him so. He meant 
well, but"he was an extremist and his upper berth 
was not made up right. 

Just at present there is a raft of religious and 
reform extremists who are undertaking a drive for 
a lot of blue laws that would make Sunday a day 
of gloomy and depressing damnation to any normal 
or red-blooded man, and the more ‘that sort of 
thing is stirred up the less the church membership 
is gong to be. The time for blue !->ws passed with 
the passing of the Pilgrim father; and can never 
be revived again.
